It should be stated that in order to make public at the earliest 
date the information obtained, the figures presented in this 
return are unrevised. 

The Report is divided into two sections : I. Area of Land and 
Crops, and II. Numbers of Live Stock. 

(I.) AREA OF LAND AND CROPS.

CHANGES IN THE TILLAGE AREA. 

The total area of corn and green crops, including flax and 
fruit amounted in 1911 to 2,348,821 acres as compared with 
2,371,134 acres in 1910, a decrease of 22,313 acres or 0-9 per cent. 
There is an increase in Munster of 1,823 acres or 0-4 per cent., 
and in Connaught of 4,201 acres or 1-4 per cent. There is a 
decrease in Leinster of 22,329 acres or 3-5 per cent., and in Ulster 
of 6,008 acres or 0-6 per cent.

Wheat.— There is a decrease of 2,337 acres or 5-4 per cen 
in the total area under wheat. There is an increase of 99 acr ^ 
in Munster, and of 293 acres in Connaught, but a decrease 
2,078 acres in Leinster, and of 889 acres in Ulster. 
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Oats. — There is a decrease of 33,505 acres or 3-1 per cent, 
in the total area under oats. There are decreases of 7,114 acres 
in Leinster, 565 acres in Munster, 25,790 acres in Ulster, and 36 
acres in Connaught. The decrease is general throughout the 
counties of Leinster and Ulster. The latter province, however, 
has a large increase this year in the area sown under flax. 
The counties in which an increase in oats is seen are Queen’s, 
Wexford, Wicklow, Clare, Kerry, Tipperary South, Galway, 
Leitrim and Sligo. 

Bailey and Bere. — There is a decrease of 9,828 acres or 5-8 
per cent, in the total area of barley and bere. In Connaught the 
area is 3,935 acres as compared with 3,630 in 1910, an increase 
of 305 acres or 8-4 per cent. In Leinster the acreage has decreased 
from 119,023 acres to 110,770 acres, a decrease of 8,253 acres 
or 6-9 per cent. — the decrease in the acreage being consider- 
able in Kildare, Kilkenny and King’s County. In Munster the 
acreage in 1911 amounts to 40,200 acres as compared with 
41,506 acres in 1910, a decrease of 1,306 acres or 3-1 per 
cent. The decrease has taken place principally in Cork and 
Tipperary. In Ulster the area of barley and bere in 1911 is 
3,275, as compared with 3,849 in 1910, a decrease of 574 or 
14 '9 per cent. 

Rye. — There is an increase of 345 acres or 4-0 per cent, in 
the total area of rye. There are increases of 84 acres in Munster 
and 401 acres in Connaught, and decreases of 60 acres in Leinster 
and 80 acres in Ulster. 

Beans and Pease. — There is a decrease of 85 acres or 4T 
per cent, in the total area of beans and pease. The area of beans 
in 1911 is 1,683 acres as compared with 1,839 acres in 1910, a 
decrease of 156 acres, or 8*5 per cent. The total area of pease in 
1911 is 301 acres as compared with 230 acres in 1910, an increase 
of 71 acres.

Potatoes.— The total area of potatoes in 1911 is 591,269 
acres as compared with 592,985 acres in 1910, a decrease o 
1,716 acres or 0-3 per cent. There are increases m Ulster ol 
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1,615 acres and in Connaught of 656 acres, whilst there are 
decreases in Leinster of 3,570 acres and in Munster of 417 acres. 

Turnips. — The total area of turnips in 1911 amounts to 
270,795 acres as compared with 275,296 acres in 1910 — a decrease 
of 4,501 acres or 1-6 per cent. There is an increase of 804 acres • 
in Connaught, and decreases of 1,963 acres in Leinster, 612 acres 
in Munster, and 2,730 acres in Ulster. 

Mangels and Beet Root. — The area of mangels and beet 
root in 1911 is 77,857 acres as compared with 75,267 acres in 
1910 — an increase of 2,590 acres or 3-4 per cent. 

There are increases of 350 acres in Leinster, 1,427 acres in 
Munster, and 1,093 acres in Connaught. There is a decrease of 
280 acres in Ulster. 

Cabbage. — The area of cabbage in 1911 is 37,281 acres as 
compared with 80,857 acres in 1910, an increase of 6,424 acres 
or 20-8 per cent. There are increases of 543 acres in Leinster, 
3,478 acres in Munster, 1,090 acres in Ulster and 1,313 acres in 
Connaught. 

Minor Green Crops. — The area under carrots has decreased 
by 43 acres, and that under parsnips by 7 acres. There is an 
increase of 14 acres in vetches, and of 85 acres in rape. “ Other 
Green Crops,” i.e., such as are not specified among the fore- 
going, show a decrease amounting to 1,206 acres. 

FLAX. 

The area under flax is 66,618 acres in 1911 as compared with 
45,974 acres in 1910 — an increase of 20,644 acres or 44-9 per 
cent.. The increase is general throughout the flax-growing 
counties. In Antrim there is an increase of 3,445 acres, in 
Armagh of 1,636 acres, in Donegal of 2,920 acres, in Down of 
4,240 acres, in Londonderry of 3,893 acres, in Monaghan of 
1,508 acres, and in Tyrone of 2,511 acres. 

FRUIT. 

The total area of fruit is returned in 1911 at 14,045 acres as 
compared with 12,994 acres in 1910 — an increase of 1,051 acres 
or 8-1 per cent. There are increases in Leinster, Ulster and 
Connaught, while there is a slight decrease in Munster. 

SUMMARY OF CROPS BY PROVINCES. 

The following summary shows the main changes in the area of 
corn and green crops, flax, and fruit, by provinces 

In Leinster the area under corn crops decreased by 17,445 
acres. There is a decrease of 2,078 acres in wheat, of 7,114 acres 
in oats, and of 8,253 acres in barley. In green crops there is a 
net decrease of 4,993 acres. There is an increase of 350 acres in 
mangels and beet root, and of 543 acres in cabbage. There is

a decrease of 3,570 acres in potatoes, and of 1,963 acres in 
turnips. The area of fruit shows an increase of 128 acres. 

In Munster the area under corn crops has decreased by 1,680 
acres, there being an increase in wheat of 99 acres, and a decrease 
in oats of 565 acres, and in barley and bere of 1,306 acres. Rye 
shows an increase. In green crops there is a net increase of 
3,489 acres ; mangels and beet root increased by 1,427 acres, 
and cabbage by 3,478 acres. There are decreases of 417 acres 
in potatoes, and 612 acres in turnips. The minor green crops 
show fluctuations, some increasing, others decreasing. There 
is an increase of 87 acres in the area under flax and a decrease 
of 73 acres in the area under fruit. 

In Ulster the area under corn crops has decreased by 27,487 
acres. Wheat has decreased by 889 acres ; oats by 25,790 acres, 
and barley and bere by 574 acres. In green crops there is a net 
increase of 30 acres. Potatoes increased by 1,615 acres, cabbage 
by 1,090 acres. There are decreases in turnips of 2,730 acre's, 
and in mangels and beet root of 280 acres. 

The area under flax is returned in 1911 as 66,143 acres as 
compared with 45,637 acres in 1910, an increase of 20,506 acres. 
In fruit there is an increase of 943 acres. 

In Connaught the area under corn crops has increased by 
964 acres. There is an increase of 293 acres in wheat, of 305 
acres in barley and bere, of 401 acres in rye, and a decrease of 
36 acres in oats. In green crops there is an increase of 3,114 
acres. There is an increase of 656 acres in potatoes, of 804 acres 
in turnips, of 1,093 acres in mangels and beet root, and of 1,313 
acres in cabbage. Fruit has increased by 53 acres.

PASTURE. 

The area of pasture, including mountain grazing, is returned 
as 12,433,029 acres in 1911, as compared with 12,456,338 acres 
in 1910 — a decrease of 23,309 acres. When considering these 
figures of pasture area it should be remembered always that there 
are certain areas which it is difficult to classify, and which one 
year may be returned as “ grazed ” land, and another year may 
be returned as turf bog or barren mountain, but the grazing 
value of these areas is small. The important increase or decrease 
in pasture is best measured by the extent to which the area of 
crops and of hay has decreased or increased, for in such a 
statistical inquiry as is being dealt with here the extent of the 
area under crops can be more exactly determined than the area 
of grazing land. 

In 1911 there is a net decrease in the area of corn and green 
crops, flax, and fruit, of 22,313 acres, and an increase in hay of 
90,816 acres, making a net total increase of 68,503 acres. This 
may be said to represent the actual decrease in the extent under 
pasture in 1911, leaving out of account the rough grazing land.

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Horses, Mules, Asses. — The total number of horses has 
increased by 3,087. There is an increase in Leinster of 101 ; 
in Munster of 551 ; in Ulster of 1,667, and in Connaught of 7689 


Cattle. — The total number of cattle shows an increase of 
22,832. There is an increase in Leinster of 9,014, in Ulster of 
5,517, and in Connaught of 19,893, while there is a decrease in 
Munster of 11,592. With the exceptions of the years 1902 and 
1908 the total number of cattle is the highest yet recorded. 

(1) The number of milch cows, including heifers-in-calf, is 
1,565,418, showing an increase of 7,834 as compared with 1910. 
There is an increase in Leinster of 3,847, in Munster of 695, 
and ha Connaught of 3,577, and a decrease in Ulster of 285. 
Excluding the year 1908 the total number of milch cows (in- 
cluding heifers-in-calf) is the highest on record since 1860. 

(2) As regards other cattle there is a decrease of 91 in calves, 
an increase of 6,219 in cattle one year old and under two years, 
and an increase of 8,870 in cattle (including bulls) two years 
old and upwards. Calves increased by 6,262 in Connaught but 
decreased in each of the other provinces by a total of 6,353. 
One year olds increased in three of the four provinces, the 
decrease being in Munster. The remainder of the cattle show 
an increase in Leinster and Ulster, but a decrease in Munster 
and Connaught. 

Sheep. — -The total number of sheep is returned hi 1911 at 
3,907,436, being a decrease of 72,080 as compared with 1910. 
There are decreases amounting to 39,069 hi LeinsteT, 5,920 in 
Munster, 20,829 in Ulster, and 6,262 in Connaught. 


Pigs . — There are very large increases in all classes of pigs, 
amounting altogether to 215,114. There are increases of 39,357 
in Leinster ; 88,654 in Munster ; 63,709 in Ulster, and 23,394 
in Connaught. 


Goats. — There is an increase of 15,860 in the number of goats. 
There is an increase of 1,805 hi Leinster, of 6,582 in Munster, of 
5,020 in Ulster, and of 2,453 in Connaught. 

Poultry. — The number of poultry returned in 1911 amounts 
to 25,447,801 as compared with 24,339,015 in 1910, showing an 
increase of 1,108,786 in 1911. In Leinster the number returned is 
5,163,655, in Munster 5,942,553, in Ulster 9,668,818, and in 
Connaught 4,672,775. There are increases of 221,460 in Leinster; 
.279,623 in Munster ; 408,874 in Ulster, and 198,829 in Connaught.

In connection with the area under flax, I beg to state that 
the number of Scutching Mills enumerated as working in 1910 
is as follows : — In the province of Ulster, 597 ; Munster, 2 ; and 
Connaught, 2 ; making a total of 601 for Ireland. 
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The members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and the 
Metropolitan Police, who acted as Enumerators, rendered 
valuable assistance in carrying through the work of inquiry 
and enumeration in the several districts.
